Report Received on Meeting 
Between Two Councillors 
And School Board; 

Legion Buys Lot 7. 

Regular meeting of the council 
wag held on Tuesday evening. 
Present, Mayor Antrobus, Coun¬ 
cillors Aboussafy, Atkinson, Bal- 
loch, Ford, Jenkins and Kerr. Miss 
Gladys Lees, the new secretary, 
was also present to record the 
proceedings. 

Harold Houghton, representing 
the,local branch of the Canadian 
Legion, was present to report the 
buying of Lot 7, located next to 
the Canadian Legion club rooms 
on the east side, from Charles 
Sartoris. Since there were con¬ 
siderable arrears on the property 
the Legion desired to pay the 
arrears direct to the town and 
asked council if it was in order 
to do so. Mr. Sartoris was re¬ 
ported agreeable to this arrange¬ 
ment and the council sanctioned 
the payments being made direct 
to the town. 

A letter was received from the 
Department of Public Welfare 
stating that no department of the 
provincial government provided 
homes for indigent old men. 

A letter was received from the 
Bureau of Public Relief re Fred 
Treska, Mrs. Janek and N. Plante 
refusing further provincial aid. 
Council now finds, however, that 
Mr. Plante has secured employ¬ 
ment, Mr. Treska is employed at 
the open air rink for the winter, 
and Mrs. Janek is making appli¬ 
cation for old age pension It 
will take no further action on the 
matter. 

A detailed report on the fire 
which destroyed Zak’s Meat Mar¬ 
ket was submitted by Fire Chief 
Antle. It stated that the fire was 
started at the chimney. Due to 
the large amount of sawdust 
around the chimney, in the walls 
and between the floor boards, it 
was extremely difficult to subdue 
the fire. 750 feet of 2%-inch hose, 
attached to two hydrants, were 
turned on the fire. Four lengths 
of hose froze solid, when, for some 
unaccountable reason some person 
stopped the flow of water through 
them. At 8.30 a.m. Monday, Nov. 
11, the Blairmore Fire Brigade was 
called on to help, and it arrived 
with equipment and four men. It 
was sent home at approximately 
noon the same day. A list of 
names of eighteen men, at $1.00 
an hour rate, was inspected by 
council. The amount totalled 
$161.00. 

A motion was placed on the 
minutes that before any repairs 
are made to the damaged building 
the council will take stops to en¬ 
force the town building by-law 
governing such buildings. It was 
stated that the P. Burns Co. still 
retained a financial interest in the 
building. 

Six firehose wrenches were 
authorized to be purchased. 

In regard to firefighters being 
stationed at the fire hall it was 
revealed that A. Gardiner and W. 
Martin had recently been given 
living quarters there and both men 
took an active part at the Zak 
fire. 

Mrs. M. Lucasek, relief recipient, 
asked that she be granted a 
quantity of winter clothing. Coun¬ 
cil will request that a detailed list 
be submitted before giving her 
request their consideration. 

The matter of a winter overcoat 
for Mrs. Deputak was left in the 
hands of Constable Antle with 
power to act. 

A $10.00 grant was authorized 
to be paid Wood’s Christian Home. 

A letter was received from Mrs. 
Ruth Jackson, asking council to 
consider her daughter, Beatrice, 
for the position of secretary for 
the town. Miss Jackson is a recent 
graduate of -Garbutt’s Business 
College. A letter will be written 
Mrs. Jackson stating her letter ar¬ 
rived too late and that a secre¬ 
tary had already been appointed. 

Mayor Antrobus gave a report 
of the meeting between himself 
and Councillor Atkinson with mem¬ 
bers of the school board. A ten¬ 
tative agreement had been drawn 
up at a meeting of the school board. 

As a result of these meetings 
Miss Lees becomes the official sec¬ 
retary-treasurer of the school dis¬ 
trict and secretary of the coun¬ 
cil. Her salary will be paid equal¬ 
ly between the two bodies.

Civilian Relief 

A complete mobile field hospital, 
consisting of specially constructed 
tents, trucks, trailers and ambulances 
and covering approximately two acres 
was set up for exhibition purposes in 
Upper Manhattan, New York, by the 
American Field Hospital Corps. It 
will be open to the public for a few 
days and soon afterward will be 
shipped to England for civilian re¬ 
lief.

“Once the democracies get going 
they should be—man for man—more 
effective than the autocracies,” said 
the general in an interview at army 
headquarters in the British war zone. 

"Quick starting power is the ad¬ 
vantage of the autocracies but the 
democracies have great staying 
power. That is where our hope lies,” 
he declared. 

In the manner of a scientist deal¬ 
ing with a problem in physics, Gen¬ 
eral McNaughton explained that the 
new blitzkrieg technique of warfare 
could be applied more effectively by 
a democratic nation' than by a dic¬ 
tatorship. 

Rigid army discipline was Out¬ 
dated, he said, because the modern 
soldier was called upon to use much 
more initiative and mechanical in¬ 
genuity 1 . 

“Army discipline has been altered,” 
said General McNaughton, "because 
we are now dealing with educated 
men. You must appeal to their rea¬ 
son and common sense. You can lead 
them and guide them but you can’t 
drive them. Nobody fllit a fool would 
even attempt it. 

“It would be unfortunate to cre¬ 
ate a discipline based on compul¬ 


sion. In battle it won’t work, the 
general insisted. 

“In the old days soldiers fought 
in groups under the commanding eye 
of their officers. Now they are dis¬ 
tributed over the battlefield and 
there is no way of checking up on 
them,’ said General McNaughton, ex¬ 
plaining why the modern soldier had 
to be given greater freedoth to use 


"The change in discipline is the 
greatest revolution that Aas come 
over the army,” he said. 

“In this kind of revolution which 
is taking place, democracy has all 
the advantages if we realize it in 
time,” added the general. 

He pointed out that progressive 
countries like Canada and the United 
States had a special advantage in 
mechanized warfare because their 
people were already adept in the use 
of telephones, cars, tractors, radios 
and other modern devices. 

General McNaughton went on to 
say that the standard of young Cana¬ 
dian officers was very high. 

"You will find round these head¬ 
quarters, serious-minded young men. 
It is right that they should be seri¬ 
ous-minded because this war is a seri¬ 
ous business," said the general. 

“It’s very easy to work with the 
young men of the army of to-day. 
They have a good background of edu¬ 
cation. They have a good spirit and 
they have common sense.” 2386

t) UT in Canada it is a fact, and regrettable too, 
that many have not yet realized what the civilian 
population of Britain is enduring. We have too many 
in Canada sitting in comfort and ease who are con¬ 
tributing very little, if anything, to the national war 
effort. If we do not accomplish by voluntary action 
more than the enemy can by compulsion, then wq do 
not deserve to win. We should be proud to be aligned 
with the people of Britain in the gallant stand they 
are making not only for themselves, but for the whole 
Empire, of which we are a part. There are instances 
in this town as well as in others of people taking 
refuge behind various types of alibis why they do not 
subscribe to various war charity appeals. In the line 
a soldier who does not keep up his end is branded as 
a shirker and deservedly earns the contempt of his 
fellow men. There are also shirkers in civil life, and 
in war time particularly they are more quickly noticed 
than in times of peace. There is a time for plain speak¬ 
ing, for on every individual there rests a share of re¬ 
sponsibility to win this war, long though it will be. 
We must face the facts and steer our course to meet 
the circumstances. There is only one issue before 
us—victory! 

r r' HERE should be a more pronounced lead on the 
part of our provincial government in the support 
of the national war effort. Instead there seems to be 
carping criticism of the financial system and no op¬ 
portunity is lost by our premier to trot out his theories 
on “funny money” and crackpot financing. Undoubt¬ 
edly people of the British Empire, Canada included, 
will demand and work for improvement in our general 
plan of carrying on trade and commerce. It has 
always been the objective of human effort to improve 
our system and standard of living, and improvement 
will be made by sound business principles, not by the 
waving of a magic wand and the use of printing press 
money. As time goes on the masses of the people 
demand a greater share in the government of their re¬ 
spective countries, and an example of this is seen in 
the voice that Labor now has in the government of 
Great Britain and some of the self-governing Domin¬ 
ions. But there is no easy road to boost ourselves 
into prosperity by being given monthly dividends. 
For every dollar we honestly earn there must be some¬ 
thing produced of equal value in goods or services. 

M R. CLARENCE M. HINCKS, general director of 
national committee for mental hygiene, in an 
article in “Health,” a magazine published by the 
Health League of Canada, stresses the importance of 
a sane outlook particularly during war time. Under 
the heading of Community Service a'nd Mental Health, 
he states: “A united effort, involving work for all, 
constitutes the key stone for national mental health. 
And so, while war is a calamity, it nevertheless fur¬ 
nishes an opportunity for wide-spread service with 
entailing benefits to health. Thousands of our citizens, 
during peace-time, who never discovered the thrill of 
participation in efforts wherein they were actually 
needed, have been able during the war period to ex¬ 
perience this satisfaction and to find life is indeed 
worth living. Their morale, mental health and all 
round adjustment have improved enormously. With 
this fact in mind, we appreciate the significance of 
the opportunities for service that are being provided 
today by our Auxiliary War Services, by community 
health and welfare enterprises, by the arrival of 
evacuee children and, of course, by our needs for the 
production of food and war materials for our military 
forces. 

“A magnificent demonstration of a united people 
bending every effort for a noble end and giving to the 
world an unparalleled example of courage and poise 
in face of bombardment from the air and the threat 
of actual invasion and blockade is furnished by Britain. 
And it is safe to say that, while figures as yet are not 
available, Britain is enjoying better mental health than 
at any time in her recent history. A united effort and 
ali that it involves provide the best conditions for free¬ 
dom from nerves, neuroticism, and emotional upsets.”

Wife Of Seaman Becomes Foster! 

Mother To Shelter-Users 
Pack all your troubles in your old j trol. 
kit bag and bring ’em along to “Our 
Sue,” for Sue revels in helping others 
and has “adopted” probably the 
world’s largest family. 

“Our Sue,” who is the short, 
buxom wife of a Maltese seaman and 
is properly known as Mrs. Susie 
Spiteri, has become foster-mother to 
approximately 15,000 shelter-users in 
humble Stepney district. Single-hand¬ 
ed she applies first aid, looks after 
babies, feeds the hungry, consoles 
the bereaved and homeless and gen¬ 
erally makes herself a Good Samari¬ 
tan every night in the week. 

A red-haired Lancashire tDoman in 
her early 40’s, Sue didn’t ask for the 
job. Nor was she ever officially ap¬ 
pointed. She just found herself 
dealing with a larger crowd each 
night. At first she just began help¬ 
ing other unfortunates in her corner 
of the shelter. Then the comer grad¬ 
ually spread until it encompassed the 
whole shelter and the neighboring 
district. 

Long after residents have left the 
shelters Sue’s duties continue. Most 
of the day she spends carrying aid 
to women and children who may have 
suffered colds or other illnesses in 
damp shelters and require extra at¬ 
tention. 

Nobody knows conditions in shel¬ 
ters better than Sue. She lives there 
all thf time—in one comer of 
huge warehouse where she has strung 
a curtain over one little section to 
give primary privacy to her odd 
little quarters that contain a deck¬ 
chair, a baby’s stool, a stretcher | 
and medicine table. 

“I just nurse by instinct," says 
Sue. “I just can’t help looking after 
sick people." 

For which, says Mayor F 
Lewey, the people of Stepney 
truly grateful.”

Germany, on the 
other hand, because of her fantastic 
falsehoods (according to Tier figures 
she has sunk the whole of the Bri¬ 
tish navy and then some), is believed 
by nobody; doubted even when, by 
accident, she tells the truth. 

Finally, Britain has maintained 
steadfastly the right of criticism; of 
free opinion. Before us is the latest 
print of the London Statesman and 
Nation. It contains a bitter, almost 
violent, attack upon the Government 
with respect to air raid shelters; de¬ 
scribes conditions in the shelters in 

disturbing way. Other newspapers 
criticize almost daily, call for the dis¬ 
missal of Ministers, attack 
Churchill, complain about slack pro¬ 
duction. There is no censorship of 
such comments. It is the British 
way.—Ottawa Journal.

August 7 And October 31 
One can imagine Hitler waving the 
real score in the air warfare in the 
face of Ribbentrop and exclaiming: 
“And you told me the British were 
decadent!” Of 2,483 planes which 
Germany lost between August 7 and 
October 31, 2,439 were shot down 
over Britain or around the British 
coasts, eleven over France, Denmark 
and the Low Countries, sevfen over 
Germany, 12 over the Ngrth Sea, 
three over Norway and eleven were 
brought down by British naval guns. 
During the same period Britain lost 
733 planes over Britain or around its 
coasts but saved the pilots of 385 of 
them, while in British offensive oper¬ 
ations and patrols 162 planes were 
lost.

Much Needed Service 

National Society For Deaf Has Been 
Incorporated In Canadt 
For more than 20 years Canada 
has had a National Institute for the 
Blind, but there has been no corre¬ 
sponding organization for the deaf. 
This has now been remedied by the 
formation of the National Society 
for the Deaf and the Hard of Heav¬ 
ing, with headquarters at 2 Bloor 
street, east, Toronto. 

The National Society has been in¬ 
corporated by Dominion Charter with 
the object of co-ordinating the work 
of the various organizations through¬ 
out the Dominion so that an effec¬ 
tive nationwide campaign may be 
carried on among physicians, educa¬ 
tors and social workers on behalf of 
this long neglected and misunder¬ 
stood problem. The Society aims to 
adopt every possible means to stimu¬ 
late scientific effort in prevention of 
deafness and conservation, of hear¬ 
ing; to extend the knowledge and 
of lip reading, mtnual language 
and approved mechanical aids to 
hearing; to print and distribute 
pamphlets and periodicals useful to 
the deaf and the hard of-hearing; to 
give advice, counsel and assistance of 
every kind and to promote the higher 
education, employment and social 
well-being among both adults and 
children whose hearing is impaired. 

There is a large percentage of 
people who are hard of hearing and 
who have not the benefit, nor per¬ 
haps the need, for institutional treat¬ 
ment. Their plight is far worse than 
people with normal hearing realize, 
and unfortunately, while there is uni¬ 
versal sympathy for the blind, and 
people are always ready to help 
them, the deaf or hard of hearing 
are sometimes the butt of thought¬ 
less, but nevertheless cruel “humor.” 
The establishment of this Society 
supplies a much needed public ser¬ 
vice.—St. Thomas Times-Journal.
